Sleepiag Accommodhtloni* ^ 

Cleanliness is the great essential. Qui 
life is passive dui'ing t.'ie hour.^ of .sleep, 
but our bi'eathinz goes on constantly, 
and the demand for pure tAr in sleeping 
rooms is very imi)ortant. Thei*e shoiilti 
always be cotnnmnicfition with the out- 
skle air, auil in wuim weather, the 
doors and windows luay all be wide open. 
If currents of ;iir can sweep through 
the rooms in the day time (or iu tlie 
night without endangering the sleepers) , 
so much the better. The bad air that 
originates in sleeping rooms — tlie waste 
substance that escapes from human 
bodies, by the lungs and skin— -settle? 
and clings about the carpet*, curtains, 
bedding and clothing, tainting them 
with aecomposing, and it may be. 
poisonous matter, unless a constant 
cleansing jtroeess is carried on by 
i plentiful ailing, und tlie action of I'ghi, 
especially sunshine. The room should 
contain a-^ little drapery as jios.sibh'. 
Rugs are better than carpets, and no 
heavy curtains should be used. The 
bed should not be made up after using, 
until liie bedding has Ijeen well aired, 
aud the more it can be exposed to 
bright sunshine, and out-door breezes, 
the better. The room should b" kept 
as free as possible from all odors. 
The night clothing should be well aired 
during the day, and the day clothing be 
plar'cd at night where it will get aired 
before it is again worn. 

Sleeping rooms are often much 
crowded. It would be well, could each, 
when old enough, have a piivate room 
and a clean bed apiece. A great gain 
in health would result from this aiTange- 
raent. In our present state of poverty, 
we can only insist that no more than 
two ought to occupy the same hed. It 
is an outrage on iiifanev to wedge a 
baby in between two grown-up people. 
Much injury is done to the health and 
to the morals of children, by tho 
crowded sleepin<^ arrang«>nients in fami- 
lies. The practice is now becoming 
quite oommon among careful people, 
where thofe ai'e si'veral voting children, 
for the parents to divide tho ( aie of the 
little one.o, the mother taking the young- 
est in her 1)ed, and the father attending 
to the ne.xt to the yoimgest, and to oth- 
ers if there is need. It t»eems a pity 
that the man of the house shouhi be 
broken of his rest, but it is (piite as bad 
a thing to have the childreu's mother 
made sick and nervous from lack of 
sleep, and excess of care. With atten- 
tion to thti laws of liraltli, especially in 
regard to food aud air, there need be 
little suffering from broken rest, as. 
healthy childi'e!i sleej) soundly an»l 
quietly, and need little care.— Jlmt;nca?»
